HUD sympathetic 


What cities can do to prevent houses 
from being foreclosed, repossessed 
boarded up and left vacant for months, 
even years, will be discussed in depth at 
a meeting of the Valley Association of 
Cities April 25 

The meeting, which will be open to the 
public, will be held at 3 p.m. in the 
Pomona City Council Chambers 

Association directors met 242 hours 
Thursday with Washington, D.C., Los 
Angeles, Santa Ana and San Francisco 
representatives of the Department of 
Housiong and Urban Development 
(HUD) in the multipurpose room of the 
Upland Library 

During that meeting, which was 
attended by about 40 citizens in addition 
to the association directors and the HUD 
people, the main concern seemed to be 
how cities in Pomona Valley with 
boarded up houses can have them 
rehabilitated and resold or demolished 

Pomona Councilman Charles Bader, 
chairman of the association board, said 
1,000 boarded up houses now exist in 
Pomona, Chino, Claremont, La Verne 
Montclair, Ontario, San Dimas, Upland 
and Walnut, and that number is expected 
to increase to 1,350 within three to six 
months.‘We’re grappling with a very 
serious problem that affects each of us 
very directly,” Bader said. 

According to information supplied by 
Mayor Ray J. Lepire, it costs HUD and 
the taxpayers $4.44 a day for each HUD 
house, plus boardup costs of $175 each, 
and is costing HUD $1 million a year to 
maintain vacant houses in the nine-city 
association area 

“We are not only aware of this 
problem, but.are as concerned about it 
as you are,” said Roland Camfield, HUD 
Los Angelesarea director. “I see the 
problem as lack of coordination between 
our offices. The department has yet to 
get it all together. We pledge our 
cooperation.” 

“You're on the road already towards 
solving your. problem,” said Clifton 
Lander, HUD Washington, D.C director 
of counseling and community services 

Lander commended association 
director for their efforts and said, 
“We're especially pleased with this 
dialogue here today 

Bader led HUD representatives 
through 10 recommendtions which he 
described as a partial listing of solutions 
to abandoned housing which can be 
implemented by HUD 

They are: 

—That Federal! Housing 
Administration speed up its resale 
procedures of rehabilitated houses to 
permit resale within 10 days Bader 
pointed out that only 18 rehabilitated 
houses had been sold in Pomona in the 
jast year 

—That legal permiossion be granted 
for condemnation of vacant houses when 
they are found to be nuisances. Paul 
Kaup. HUD Los Angeles director of

housing management, said cities could 
write letters stating this fact, an 
inspection would be made, and if HUD 
agreed, the houses would be demolished 
by HUD 

-That FHA assign one responsible 
person to manage association houses. 
HUD spokesmen said there are too many 
for one person to handle effectively 

—That the association be funded by 
HUD to perform suveillance 
maintenance and identification of 
repossessed houses. Directors were told, 
‘“‘We have no funds, but let’s talk.”’ 

—That FHA transfer homesteadable 
properties to the association. Directgors 
were told federal law permits only 4,100 
houses in the United States may be 
declared homesteadable at one time 
confined to 26 cities and that already has 
been done 

That there be comprehensive home 
ownership counseliong. Thjey were told 
there was no funding to provide 
counseliong, that pending federal 
legislation may provide these funds at 
some future time, but to move ahead 
“with innovative thrust’ to provide 
counseling on their own 

—That FHA resales be permitted on an

That VAC be funded to perform 
experimental programs to eliminate and 
Stop the recycling of abandoned housing 
“That kind of money we don't have,”’ 
said Camfield 


—That HUD identify mortgage 
companies which lend money for FHA 
housing in this area. This could be done 
HUD spokesmen said 

—That HUD take measures to 
overcome the $1 million a year expense 
to taxpayers of maintaining the boarded 
up houses 


Kaup said that 91 vacant houses in 
Pomona currently are being 
rehabilitated and, it was hoped, soon 
would be put on the market 

It was pointed out that on the resales, 
real estate salesmen receive only a 5% 
commission, compared to 6% on other 
properties 

Some salesmen in the audience 
criticized HUD Los Angeles 
representatives as being unresponsive to 
queries on repossessed properties

The works of sculptor John Edward

A long-time resident of the Pomona 
Valley, Svenson now has his studio-home 
at Green Valley Lake, high in the San 
Bernardino Mountains 

Among some 28 of Svenson's works on 
display will be a six-foot Madona and 
Child and a five-foot mermaid, both in 
redwood, and the form for a bronze of 
dolphins in clusters of fish. The bronze 
has been commissioned for the veterans 
memorial fountain in Placentia 

Included in the exhibit will be 
creations by the two Svenson sons, a 
watercolor by John, Jr., a resident of 
Juneau, Alaska, and sculpture and 
jewelry by David, a student at Chaffey 
College. Their creations reflect the 
culture of the Southwestern Alaska In- 
dians 

Featured also will be the family's 
collection of art objects from many 
cultures which Svenson believes have 
played a role in his own development. He 
and his wife gathered these treasures 
from around the world with an eye for 
craftmanship and taste 

A sculpture and a drawing in the 
collection are from the hand of the late 
Albert Stewart, the person under whom 
Svenson studied at Claremont Graduate 
School, Another prize is a sculpture by 
Stewart's own teacher, Paul Manship 
Both artists are represented in the ex 
hibit to show their classical influence on 
Svenson 

This noted Southland artist, a fellow in 
the National Sculpture Society, has ex- 
hibited for 25 years throughout the 
United States including Alaska. He has 
twice received the Annual Award for Ex 
cellence in Sculpture of the American 
Institute of Architects, along with 
numerous other honors. Svenson has

There were 318 new cases in 
1973, and 404 cases were closed 
The income of those served 
ranged from 0 to $2,500 per 
month with an average income 
of S84 a month. From this, the 
agency collected an average fee 
of 8.8. The average wait for 
the first appointment was five 
days 

The 10 groups had a total of 
295 group sessions, while 31! 
telephone interviews were 
conducted. In addition, 67 
children between the ages of 6 
to 18 were given direct service.
